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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, and 10-20 drawn to a method for producing a starch mixture. 

Group II, claim(s) 9, drawn to a starch mixture product. 

Group III, claims 21 and 22 a binder comprising the starch mixture product. 

The special technical feature linking the three inventions is that all groups mix in an extruder a 
starch and at least water, where the combination of a starch and water mixed in an extruder does not 
provide a contribution over the prior art as evidenced by Dudacek (6001408). In addition, the product as 
claimed can be made without mixing in an extruder but mixing in a batch mixer. In addition the process 
as claimed can be used to make a product made from polymer materials as opposed to starch thus 
producing plastic, where the II and III groups differ in that group III requires additional water. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an election 
of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and 
(ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
